But the great Comet of 1811, (an engrav- 
ing of which is inserted on page 28) which 
sppeared near the constellation Ursa Major, 
and whose orbit crossed the ecliptic, in the 
eixteenth degree of Leo and Aquartes, was 
the most remarkable that has appeared in 
modern times, when about the time of its 
greatest northern declination, and when its 
“ppearancs was in consequence most con- 
rplenous, its tail reached trom the zenith +o 
the horizon, and it daily passed over the 
saidst of Europe. Neither were the mighty 
changes of which it was the forerunner, less 
conspicuous in their quick and rapid sue- 
cession. A few months afterwards, Napo- 
tcon Bonaparte, the Emperor of France, 
guided by his evil star, commenced his un- 
fortunate march against Russia. The burn. 
tag af Aluscow, the destruction of armies, to- 
gether the war betwean Lingland and Ameri- 
cl, ane the stuprndous events which almost 
«nmediately followed the appearance (of the 
© Yestiad omen) are subjects of history, never 
e3 be feagoteen!
